MINERS LIVED 
TWENTY DAYS 


Decomposed Horse, Bark and 
Earth Formed Remainder of 
Their Food 


MEN ENTOMBED IN MINE 
MAKE REMARKABLE ESCAPE 


Although All Efforts to Save Miners 
Caught by Explosion Were Given 
Up Two Weeks Ago, Others | 
Are Believed To Be 
Alive. 


Lens, France, March 30.—Fourieen of 
the 1,200 miners who were entombed 
in the coal mines at Courrteres twenty 
days ago were taken from the mine 
alive and well today. 

They had lived on hay found in one 
of the underground stables and the mor- 
sels of food which they took into the 
mine with them nearly three weeks ago. 
All attempts to rescue the entombed 
men had been abandoned more than two 
weeks ago. 

The sudden appearance of the impris- 
oned men caused stupefaction. A gang 
of salvagers. had just completed their 
night’s work when they were startled to 
see a group of miners, terribly haggard 
and exhausted and with sunken eyes 
appear from a@ remote part of pit No. 2. 
The strongest in the party said they 
had broken out of a distant gallery 
where they been entombed since the dis- 
aster of March 2. 

The rescued men were taken up the 
elevator, but were unable to see, owing 
to the dazzling daylight. The mine offi- 
cilals were deeply affected as the weep- 
ing survivors were taken to a hospital, 

Able to Talk Feebly. 

The men were able to talk feebly, but 
sensibly. They all asked for news of 
relatives or friends and wished to go 
| home immediately. The doctars, how- 
ever, prevented them with difficulty from 
so doing. Later crowds besieged the 
mine in the hope of hearing of further 
escapes, necessitating the employment of 
a strong police force and detachments 
of troops to maintain order. 

It is said that others of the entombed 
miners are alive and about to be brought 
out, their signals having been heard. One 
of the men rescued today, a man named 
Nemy, said that for the first eight days 
the party ate bark off the timbering of 
the mine. Later they found the decom- 
posed body of a horse which they cut 
up and ate with hay. The survivors 
brought up portions of the decomposed 
horse mest. Nemy, who was the most 
lucid of the miners who escaped, de- 
scribed their imprisonment as follows: 

“After the explosion I groped my way 
stumbling over bodies and seek-

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of the national democratic executive com. 
mittee, and has been in the conferences 
of the greatest demoé¢fatic leaders of the 
country. I do not hesitate to say he isa 


scholar, a gentleman, an orator, a demo- 
crat and a patriot. I present to you the 
Hon, Clark Howell, of Fulton.”’ 

Mr. Howell was well received by his au- 
dience, with whom, he said, he felt at 
home, for it was in Forsyth county that 
hig great-grandfather first settled when 
he came from North Carolina in 1820. 
Here, too, his grandfather had Kived and 
here rested beneath the soil of Forsyth 


county many of his ancestors. 

How Watson and Smith Flopped. 
| In discussing the disfranchisement ques- 
tion Mr. Howell referred to the fact that 
Hoke Smith and Tom Watson were now 
preaching the danger of negro domina- 
tion, using it as a epook to frighten the 
people of Georgia into supporting a meas- 
ure launched for personal political ends, 
and which was fraught with grave danger 
to the state. 4 

“They are flaunting this cry of the 
danger of negro domination in the faces 
of the people of Georgia,’’ Mr. Howell 
said, ‘“‘when no such danger exists in a 
single county in the state... White suprem- 
acy is more firmly established in Georgia 
than at any time since the days of recon- 
struction. Who is advocating this propo- 
sition? Mr. Smith, who is a candidate 
for governor, and Mr. Watson, who, 
though he is not a candidate for governor, 
is presumably a candidate for the United 
States genate. 
Hoke Smith’s Knife Out for Bacon. 

“Why, Mr. Smith was up here the other 
day and some one in the audience asked 
him if Mr. Watson were a candidate for 
the United States senate against Senator 
Bacon, who he would vote for. He 
gagged for a minute, and tried flo dodge 
the question. When it was pressed upon 
him again, he practically told his ques- 
tioner that he had no right to ask him 
how he would vote on any proposition. 

“Well, I don’t take that position,’ Mr. 
Howell asserted. ‘I feel that under these 
circumstances any man has the right to 
ask me how I would vote or how I stand 
on any question. I tel] you if there is a 
contest betwen a loyal, true and consist- 
ent democrat like Senator Bacon, and an 
active, earnest and vindictive enemy of 
the democratic party like Mr. Watson, I 
wouldn't hesitate a minute to tell you I 
would cast my vote for Senator Bacon, 
the democrat.’’

Mr. Howell then proceeded to show 
that five years ago iMr.

Mr. Smith had appointed to office the 
three members of the negro Bishop H. M. 
Turner’s family when he had opportunity 
as secretary of the interior to disfran- 
chise these and other negroes from hold- 
ing office, if he had seen fit to do so. 
But he had suddenly changed his views 
and was now on the other tack for the 
purpose of securing Mr. Watson’s sup- 
port, 

Mr. Howell Giscussed the railroad 
question along the usual lines showing 
that there was absokuttely not one single 
instance in his entire public record by 
which his adversaries could support the 
general charges which they are making 
e@gainst him.

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POLITICS IN GEORGIA. 
(From The Boston Transcript.) 
The political pot {s boiling with 
wonted briskness in the state of Geor- 


gia. 

- As a rule, we do not hear much about 
political movements down there. ‘The 
elections are held and when the returns 
are announced, it is the same old story. 
But this year things are different. There 
are two men who want to be governor, 
while the executive chair holds but one. 
Hoke Smith, whilom secretary of the in- 
terior under President Cleveland, is one 
of them, and he is so anxious to secure 
the prize that he appears to have sur- 
rendered principle, consistency and about 
every general or special virtue that he 
once tried to make the public think he 
possessed, to rally the voters to his 
standard. In looking about for an issue 
he selected that of negro baiting as the 
one in his judgment mostly likely to 
prove popular, and to this end he car- 
ries with him a pérsonai platform to the 
effect that the negro be. disfranchised 
and that the 20 cents in. the dollar now 
going to his education be cut down still 
further. 

He is not merely inconsistent, he is 
not even original.

pee BARREL OF TURKEYS 


BRING MORE THAN BALE OF GOTTON 


HE time has arrived in Georgia | 
| when a berre!l of turkeys is worth 
more than a bale of cotton. More 
than this, it wag just two days ago that 
John McCullough, of McCullough Bros., 
sold a 300-pound barrel of turkeys, whole- 
sale, for $75, which amounts to almost a 
bale end a half of cotton at the present 
price The margin between the farmer 
amd the wholesale produce merchant Is 
small, so that # is certain that the far- 
mer Who sold this barre} of turkeys re- 
ceived close to the wholesale price of 
$75. 

While turkeys are So high, the same Is 
true of poultry. Chickens, undressed and 
with their feet. weighing in the scales 
wholesale for 15 to 16 cents per pound 
ang even higher prices, and the retail 
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price is from 3 to 5 cents a pound in ad- 
vance of the wholesale price. The de- 
mand is ahead of the supply and there 
is always a market for good poultry of 
ali kinds. 

Up to three or four years ago Atlanta re- 
ceived almost her entire supply of poul- 
try from Tennessee. But since that time 
Georgia farmers and poultry § growers 
have realized the profits to be derived 
from the raising of poultry and this bus- 
iness has jumped with leaps and bounds. 
Just at this present time eggs are plen- 
tiful but the retail price has been over 
40 centg at certain seasons and fortunes 
have been made by those who raised pou)- 
try scientifically and were able to supply 
the market at these fancy prices. 

Another thing, the climate and soi] of 
Georgia have been made the special study 
of poultry experts ang they have pro- 
nounced these to be the most favorabie 
for the raising of chickens and poultry of 
any kind to be found in the country. 

A few yearg ago the eggs and chickens 
were left to the women folks for pin 
money, but the Georgia farmer. and his 
wife as well, has lately realized the tre- 
mendous industry and the big revenue 
which can be derived from paying the 
same careful attention to poultry that is 
devoted to cotton and other crops and 
the result is that the sums of money which 
come in from these sources are: almost 
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But while there have been many large 
farms started within the past three or 
four years, the opportunities for this kind 
of investment still stand open on every 
side. Very many poultry raisers are 
coming to Georgia from other portions of 
the country and with their expert experi- 
ence are making fortunes. Those in a 
position to know, affirm that the time is 
not far distant when Atlanta and other 
Georgia cities will stop importing eggs 
and poultry from Tennessee and will be- 
gin exporting to other states and finally 
play an important part in the tremendous 
export trade to Great Briain and other 
countries whic, cold storage has made 
possibie. 

Just now Georgia farmers are going 
in for diversified farming and it is these 
far-seeing ones who raise their own food 
for the family and for the stock that are 
realizing big profits. One of the big ad- 
vantages of raising poultry is the fact 
that the money keeps coming in right 
along through the year and makes pos- 
Sible the meeting of obligations as they 
come up and avoids the necessity of sign- 
ing interest bearing notes. It is for these 
and other reasons that Georgians are go- 
ing into the scientific raising of poultry 
more @nq more each year and those whe 
give it careful attention and study are

MORIBUND MONTH OF MARCH 
THE WORST OF MANY YEARS: 
CROPS GREATLY INJURED 


AIR and colder 
F today. 

The forecast also includes a prob- 
ability of a temperature of 36 degrees dur_ 
ing thé early hours of this morning. Fruit 
men were inclined to feel solicitous of a 
heavy frost, but as the conditions favor 
a fresh or brisk wind of 14 to 16 miles 
hourly velocity, this will do much in pre- 
venting serious injury to the fruit crop. 

Yesterday proved to be another raw. 
cold and disagreeable weather combina- 
tion, such as has been typical of this 
present month, rain falling at intervals to 
add discomfort and cause wet feet and 
wet skirts, which are responsible for so 
much of the grippe and disease at this 
Season of the year. The day came as a 
particular disappointment, because of the 
warm day preceding, which, with its tem- | 
perature of 10 degrees warmer than the 
normal, promised the final ‘arrival of 
Spring. Even yesterday morning opened 
up with a temperature better than 50 
at the 7 o'clock morning observation 
hour, but this encouraging symptom was 
soon lost to showers of rain and cold 
winds.. And while the promise ts for clear 
weather today, it is also for colder. 

There is an old weather tradition which 
Says that the last five or six days of 
March borrow weather from April. It is 
to be hoped that this legend will not hold 
good this year, for better things are ex- 
pected of April than the kind of weather 
that has been doled out to Atlanta these 
last few days. 

This is the last day of March, and the 
month has been a most disagreeable one. 
There have been only 9 clear days, 7 part- 
ly cloudy days and on |! days there has 
been rain to the amount of one-hun- 
dredth of an inch or more, and two other 
days when there was a trace of rain. 
The temperatures for the month up to 
yesterday also showed 104 degrees below 
the normal in proof of the cold weather, 
Or an average of more than 3 1-2 degrees 
below the normal each day. 


Crops Have Suffered. 

Commissioner Robert F. Wright, of the 
state department of agriculture, in speak- 
ing of the present month of March, said 
yesterday: ‘‘This month has certainly 
been a hard one on the farmers of this 
part of Georgia, and has kept the prelim. 
inary spring work backward to many of 
that has been discouraging to many of 
them. I have heard several of them say 
that they had done more plowing in Feb- 
ruary than they had in March. \The hard, 
driving rains have been responsible. It 
seemed as if it rained almost every day.» 
Then these rains were of the heavy, cold 
kind that sets early spring wo back 
and makes plowing practically impossible, 
Several farmers bave to'd me that they 
had only been able to get in three or four 
days of plowing for the entire month, 

“Of course, if the forecasting of weather 
for two or three months ahead could be 
made an exact science, things would be 
very different in this world. While there 
was plenty of warm weather in Febru- 
ary and very little rain, the farmers nat- 
urally expected that cold weather would 
follow. and did not expect such constant 
and heavy rains as occurred this month. 
For this reason, they expected to be able

by showing the records where very rainy 
Marches followed each other for three or 
four years in succession. It happens, 
however, that this present March follow- 
ed the dryest February on recorq with 
a rainfall of about half an inch, while 
the March of last year was also the 
dryest March on record, with a precipita- 
tion of only .88 of an inch. The records 
also show that March shows the heaviest 
rainfall of any month in the year in 
Atlanta. 


Past April Weather. 

The following data covering a period of 
twenty-seven years shows the conditions 
that have prevailed during the month of 
April for that length of time, but are, not 
to be taken as a forecast: 

The normal temperature for April is 61 
degrees. The warmest month was that of 
1896, with an average of 66 degrees, while 
the coldest was.that of i90!, with an 
average of 55 degrees. The highest tem- 
perature recorded was that of 89 degrees, 
on April 17,1896, and the lowest, that of 
25 degrees, on April 2, 188!. The average 
rainfal| for the month is 3.58 inches. The 
average humber of days with an average 
of one hundredth of an inch or more is 
10. The greatest monthly precipitation 
was 8.20, in 1883, and the least was .58 
of an inch in 1896. The average number 
of clear days is I!; partly cloudy, 10; 
cloudy, 9. The prevailing winds are from 
the northwest, with an average hourly 
velocity of 1! miles.
